German troops hav e broken through the defenses of 
Rostov and stormed the town, the German high command 
claimed today . 
Mopping up operations are under way 
in the battered town from which the Nazis were driv en in 
hasty retreat just eight months ago, said a communique. 
(EDITOR'S NOTE: 
While admitting that the situation 
at Rostov is perilous in the ex treme, the Sov iet high com­ 
mand has not conceded the city ’s fall. 
It was recalled 
that on J uly 7 the Nazis claimed capture of Voronezh, 
I which 17 day s afterward is alii! in Russian hands.) 
Here is what the communique said: 
“ As already made known by a special bulletin, troops 
of the German army , troops of the SS (elite guard) and 
Slov ak detachments, ex cellently assisted by the luftwaffe, 
broke through on the whole front the strongly fortified 
and deeply echeloned defense positions of Rostov . 
“ After hard fighting they captured by storm the town, 
which is important as a traffic and harbor center." 
Earlier reports reaching Stockholm had forecast the 
fall of Rostov with the claim that Marshal Semy on Timo­ 
shenko had withdrawn the bulk of the Red army forces 
to the east bank of the Don, leav ing a reduced force to 
fight a rear-guard action and force the enemy to pay 
high for his conquest. 
Mosel w did not immediately comment <>n the German 
claim, but the midnight com­ 
munique for

| referred to fighting in the 
Rostov area.

Haupt’s Mother Appears 
In Trial of Saboteurs 


WASHINGTON, July 24—Mrs 
E m s Haupt has testified in be­ 
half of her son, Herbert Haupt, 
22, the youngest of the eight Nazi 
saboteurs now on trial before a 
military commission in Washing­ 
ton, it was learned today aa the 
hearing entered its 14th day. 
Military sources made the dis­ 
closure following Mrs. 
Hsupt’a 
safe return to Chicago for ar­ 
raignment on charges she aided 
and sheltered her son after he 
landed back in America aboard a 
German submarine. 
Mrs. Haupt 
collapsed at her arraignment. 
Another 
witness 
for 
young 
Haupt was his uncle, W alter Wil­ 
helm Froehling, who miso is held 
by federal authorities in Chicago 
for aiding the spies. 
Haupt'a fa­ 
ther also is in Jail on the same 
charges, but he has not testified 
at the trial. 
The military commission kept 
the appearance of Mrs. Haupt on 
the witness stand aa one of it* 
closest guarded secrets. She was 


brought to the Justice department 
in an Army car, driven into a shel­ 
tered courtyard guarded by sol­ 
diers, and spirited to the fifth 
floor trial room in a private ele­ 
vator behind the wooden barricade 
erected near the courtroom. 
Apparently broken-hearted and 
even then on the verge of collapse, 
Mrs. Haupt testified Wednesday. 
Those who witnessed the scene in 
the trialroom said that it will re­ 
main aa one of the dramatic high­ 
point* of the trial. 
To date, three of the eight sabo­ 
teur* hqve testified in their own 
behalf. 
The trial was in recess 
for a day yesterday, while defense 
attorneys, who had requested the 
delay, were off on a mysterious 
mission, possibly taking deposi­ 
tions from witnesses.

WASHINGTON, July 24 — Be­ 
hind the President's singling out 
of Admiral William Leahy as one 
of hie most trusted advisers on 
war strategy is some vitally Im­ 
portant background which may 
affect the entire future strategy 
of the war.® 
Not only is Admiral Leahy one 
of the most rounded navy men 
around the President (Hull liked 
him as ambassador to France and 
Ickes paid great tribute to him 
as governor of Puerto Rico), but 
the admiral also played a great 
part in trying to atop Japan be­ 
fore it was too late. 
In fact, if Admiral Leahy’s ad­ 
vice had been followed in 1937 
when he was Chief of Naval Oper­ 
ations there would probably have 
been no war In the Far East, and 
perhaps none In Europe today. 
Leahy proposed, when the Japs 
first went into China, that the 
U. S. and British fleets impose a 
long distance naval blockade, cut­ 
ting off Japan’s oil, scrap iron, 
cotton, and copper, and starving 
out the Japanese m ilitary machine 
in three months. 
At that time, 
Britain and the United States had 
the strongest navies in the world, 
were not worried about convoys, 
attacks in the Mediterranean, the 
protection of India. 
All they had to do. Admiral 
Leahy told the 
President, was 
station the American fleet off the 
California coast and the British 
fleet at Singapore, and the Japs 
would be finished. 
At that tim e 
they had had no chance to build 
up heavy reserves of oil and scrap 
1 iron as they did later. 
However, the State departm ent 
blew hot and cold, finally under­ 
cut Leahy’s plan.

NOT TOO MANY FRONTS 
Ever 
since 
then, 
Admiral 
Leahy has leaned toward concen­ 
trating our main war effort in the 
Far East. 
And ever since Pearl 
Harbor there has been an impor­ 
tant group in the Navy—also in 
the Army—which favors knocking 
Japan out of the war first. 
This group believes we cannot 
fight on too many fronts at once; 
that the problem 
of 
attacking 
heavily fortified France la terrific, 
that we should 
concentrate 
on 
Japan and the 
North 
African 
front. The latter they point out, 
could be used as a stepping stone 
into Europe after Japan is knock­ 
ed out of the Pacific. 
So with Admiral Leahy closer 
than ever to the White House, his 
views should have an important 
effect upon future war policy.

COP NO. I ROLE 
FOR UNCLE SAM 


Mainly About 
People 


International 
Police 
Need 
After War Stressed In 
Secretary’s Talk 


WASHINGTON, July 24—Sec­ 
retary of State Cordell Hull's ra­ 
dio address to the nation today 
wa* Interpreted in diplomatic cir­ 
cles in Washington as foreshadow­ 
ing the establishment of an inter­ 
national police force after the war 
—with Uncle Sam in the role of 
Cop No. I. 
While 
bluntly 
warning 
the 
American people that "unlimited 
effort" and sacrifice are required 
to win the "life and death strug­ 
gle of preservation of our free­ 
dom, our homes, and our very ex­ 
istence," Hull emphasized that 
when the war has been won, the 
United States and t$e other Uni­ 
ter Nations must be prepared to 
enforce peace for a long time to 
come. 
If world wars are to be avoided 
every 20 years, Hull said, an inter­ 
national agency must be created 
which can, "by force, if necessary, 
keep the peace among nations in 
the future," He also said there 
must be established an "interna­ 
tional court of Justice” to which 
nations can take their disputes for 
peaceful settlement. 
To Prolong Armistice 
He 
warned that the 
United 
Nations must exercise surveillance 
over aggressor nations until such 
time as the later demonstrate 
their 
willingness and ability to 
live at peace with other nations. 
This is in accord with the State 
department's idea of a prolonged 
armistice during which American 
and other United Nations armies 
of occupation would maintain law 
and order while the passions and 
hatreds of war were cooling off. 
The length of time that the 
United Nations will have to police 
the defeated axis countries, must, 
Hull added, "depend on the rapid­ 
ity with which the peoples of Ger­ 
many. 
Japan. 
Italy 
and 
their 
satellites give convincing proof 
th at they have repudiated and 
abandoned monstrous philosophy 
of superior race and conquest by 
force, and have embraced loyally 
the basic principles of peaceful 
processes." 
Asserting that "lack of vigi­ 
lance is the greatest danger to 
liberty," the secretary said the 
"right to freedom cannot be di­ 
vorced from the duty of defending 
it* 
"We are," he added, "forced to 
fight 
because 
we 
ignored 
the 
simple but fundamental fart that 
the price of peace and of the pres­ 
ervation of right and freedom 
among nations is the acceptance 
of international responsibilities." 
In urging the need of establish­ 
ment of an international police 
agency after the mar. Hull said 
one great lesson that has re­ 
mained unlearned throughout the 
ages la that "liberty is truly won 
only when it is guarded by the 
aame 
watchfulness, 
the 
same 
courage, the same willingness to 
fight for it which first secured 
It." 
"It la," he continued, "perhaps 
too much to expect that tyrants 
will ever learn that man’s long­ 
ing for liberty cannot be de­ 
stroyed. Dreams of conquest have 
their roots in diseased mentality. 
And that malady may well be in­ 
eradicable." 
Asia Aim Noted 
The secretary stressed that the 
ultimate aim of the axis power la 
the enslavement of the world by 
"the most 
ambitious, depraved, 
and cruel leaders in history." 
He warned the few 
remaining 
neutral nations of the m’orld that 
under these circumstances, "pro­ 
fessions of neutrality . . . are aa 
absurd and suicidal 
as are such 
professions on the part of a citizen 
of a peaceful community attacked 
by a band of confessed outlaws." 
In what was seen as an appeal 
to India to drop political differ­ 
ences with Great Britain and Join 
the United Nations cause, 
Hull 
said: 
“There is no chance for lib­ 
erty for any 
people anywhere 
save through the victory of the 
free peoples, ft has been our pur­ 
pose in the past—and will remain 
our purpose in the future—to use 
the full measure of our influence 
to support attainm ent of freedom 
by ail peoples, who, by their acta, 
abow themselves worthy of it and 
ready for it."

WASHINGTON, July 24 — A 
shortage of 
meat, 
due 
to a 
"squeeze" between prices of live­ 
stock and processed 
cuts, today 
reached serious 
proportions in 
several sections of the country, 
particularly the East, as the gov­ 
ernment hurriedly took action to 
relieve the situation. 
Reports 
reached 
Washington 
that supplies of beef and pork are 
rapidly dwindling in many cities 
and ordera are being rationed be­ 
cause of the price ceiling on pro­ 
cessed meat and 
the advancing 
ceihngiess prices on livestock. 
At the same time, the Bureau 
of Labor statistics disclosed that 
the average family food budget 
has been thrown out of balance by 
an increase of more than 16 per­ 
cent in prices of all foods over last 
year. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wick- 
ard announced the following pro­ 
gram to ease the shortage and to 
enable small packers to get out 
from under the prize squeeze that 
has threatened to force them out 
of business: 
1. Government 
purchases 
of 
meat, particularly pork products, 
for lend-lease 
shipment will be 
reduced temporarily, thus provid­ 
ing larger supplies for domestic 
consumption. 
2. 
Beginning 
Monday, 
maxi­ 
mum prices for meats bought for 
lend-lease will be 
reduced below 
ceilings fixed by the OPA, the ob­ 
ject being to da away with advan­ 
tages enjoyed 
by 
big 
packers 
handling lend-lease 
orders 
over 
small packers selling for domes­ 
tic consumption. 
3. Adjustments will be made in 
price differentials in 
different 
areas to bring prices paid by the 
government for lend-lease meats 
more in line with the actual cost 
to packers in the various areas. 
4. A kind of subsidy arrange­ 
ment will be put into effect where 
small packers can process meats 
tor the government for a fee. The 
government will take 75 percent 
of the processed meats for lend- 
lease account, and turn back the 
other 25 percent at special prices 
to the packers to be sold to the 
public.

Motor company announced today 
that it has presented for govern­ 
ment approval a tire replacement 
plan which is designed to solve 
the problem of transportation for 
its 
more than 200,000 
workers 
without using rubber or any other 
critical materials. 
Charles E. Sorenson, Ford vice 
president and general manager, 
announced that the material the 
Ford company planned to use for 
rebuilding tires was a substance 
known as ethulene-polysulphide or 
thiokol. Sorenson said that two 
pounds of this substance would 
give a retread of one-tenth inch 
skid thickness, good for 4,000 to 
5,000 miles of "moderate" driving. 
If the government approves the 
plan. Sorenson said, the company 
is willing to offer the process and 
methods to the country’s war in­ 
dustry as a whole. 
The Ford executive said the rub­ 
ber substitute as worked out in 
the 
Ford laboratories has 
been 
tested for months on the road. All 
kinds of reclaimed rubber, synthe­ 
tic rubber and rubber substitutes 
were tested before it was found 
that thiokol was best under the 
circumstances, Sorenson explain­ 
ed. 
It was emphasized that the 
thiokol could be produced with 
little or no use of vital material! 
—even the tanks and vats neces­ 
sary in the production process be- 
nig made from wood or concrete. 
Tires treated with thiokol would 
be sold to employes at nominal 
cost, Sorenson said, and the com­ 
pany would take care to see that 
the plan was not abused.

The two Japanese officers Com­ 
mitted hari-kirl because they felt 
that the United States war birds 
had endangered the life of Em- 
! peror Hirohito when they passed 
over the Imperial residence. 
(EDITORS NOTE: When Gen. 
Doolittle was decorated by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt in Washington on 
his return from the first air at­ 
tack on Japan proper, it was re­ 
vealed that only military objec­ 
tives were sought out by the 
American flyers and they were 
under orders not to drop any 
bombs near the Imperial resi­ 
dence.)

Giv es Co mmo n-Sense Facts 
Abo ut Natio nal Nutritio n 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 


A FTEK ALL that has b een said, 
written and propagandized ab out 
the state of the national nutrition, 
it is a relief to hav e a b ook b y Dr. 
Morris Fishb ein, “The National 
Nutrition,” which giv es us some 
common-sense facts. 
Examination of the men who 
were rejected under the Selectiv e 
Serv ice showed that less than a

fraction of I per cent of them were 
underweight, b ut a numb er of 
them were rejected b ecause they 
had ev idences in their b odies of 
dietetic 
and 
nutritional 
errors 
which occurred when they were 
young. 
Surv eys made in 1936 and 1937 
showed that ’4 of the families in 
the United States had diets rated 
as good, 
were rated as fair and 
the rest were rated as poor. This 
does not necessarily mean, how­ 
ev er, according to Dr. Fishb ein, 
that as a whole the national nu­ 
trition is in a v ery perilous state. 
He says: “ When a Texas county 
reported, according to Paul V. Mc­ 
Nutt, Federal Security Adminis­ 
trator, that ‘malnutrition has b een 
» contrib uting cause in approxi­ 
mately GO per cent of the deaths in 
this county for the past fiv e year?,' 
it was reporting a generalization 
and not an estab lished fact. 
“No doub t,” he continues, “all of 
us hav e some malnutrition. I doub t 
that anyone sub sists long on a per­ 
fect diet. The human b eing is not 
constituted to liv e on a perfect 
diet. His mind makes him partake 
of innumerab le follies in the se­ 
lection of food. He is cursed with 
appetites. There are fat people 
who are malnourished.” 
W hat all of this does mean is 
that we must continue to take care 
of the national nutrition in a com­ 
mon sense way. I b eliev e that ir­ 
respectiv e of the stimulus of w ar­ 
time, the improv ement in our na­ 
tional nutrition in the last 20 jlears 
has b een more remarkab le than 
that exhib ited b y any peoples who 
hav e liv ed. 
Food for Energy 
We need foods that contam 
energy and those arc either starch 
or fat foods, foods that contain 
v itamins and minerals and this in­ 
cludes 
milk, 
eggs, 
v egetab les, 
cheese and cereals, and we need 
meat to furnish us material that 
is not present in any other food. 


There is prob ab ly more preju­ 
dice against tho use of m eat than 
any other single article of food. 
This may b e a throw-b ack from a 
v ery early state of man. Ethnolo­ 
gists suggest that man at first 
liv ed on a v egetab le diet b ecause 
he ould ob tain it easily. Meat was 
on the hoof and in motion. As soon 
as he b egan to try to get m eat he 
came into competition with car­ 
niv orous animals. According to 
Furnas, primitiv e man ob tained 
his first m eat b y following sick or 
crippled animals until they were 
no longer ab le to fight, 
Charles Lamb , who did not pose 
as an ethnologist, had somewhat 
the same theory ab out m an’s first 
acquaintance with roast pork. 
According to an eminent nu­ 
tritional expert, the following is a 
weekly grocery order for a fam ­ 
ily of three or four, including the 
essentials that the family must 
hav e to remain healthy: 
Milk, IO to 14 q uarts; eggs, 6; 
b read, l l to 18 loav es; rice, m aca­ 
roni and other cereals, 3 to 6 
pounds; potatoes, 15 to 20 pounds; 
Leans and peas, I or 2 pounds; 
other v egetab les, 4 to 7 pounds; 
fruit,.” pounds; tomatoes (canned), 
2 to 3 pounds; fresh fruit, prunes, 
dried fruits, occasionally; meat, 
fish and cheese, I to 5 pounds; b ut­ 
ter, lard and oleomargarine, 2 
pounds; sugar, sweets, seasoning 
and cocoa, 3 pounds,

I had an attack of hiv es which was 
b rought on b y such foods as orange 
juice, eggs, asparagus, etc. A diet 
of starches eliminated this entire­

Could 
the two b e associated in any way? 
Answer; Yes. Hiv es are caused 
b y a v ery large numb er of sub ­ 
stances. There are more things 
that cause hiv es than any other 
allergic condition. They can b e 
caused b y plants, and since you 
hav e hay fev er at the same time, 
it is possib le that b oth the hiv es 
and the hay fev er are caused b y 
exposure to some plant

DIET AND HEALTH 


Gives Common-Sense Facts 
About National Nutrition 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
AFTER ALL that has been said, 
written and propagandized about 
the state of the national nutrition, 
it is a relief to have a book by Dr. 
Morris Fishbein. ‘The National 
Nutrition,” which gives us some 
eommon-sense facts. 
Examination of the men who 
were rejected under the Selective 
Service showed that less than a 


There is probably more preju­ 
dice against the use of m eat than 
any other single article of food. 
Thi- may be a throw-back from a 
very early state of man. Ethnolo­ 
g i c suggest that man at first 
lived on a vegetable diet because 
he could obtain it easily. Meat was 
on the hoof and in motion. As soon 
as he began to try to get m eat he 
came into competition with car­ 
nivorous animals. According to 
Furnas, primitive man obtained 
his first meat by following sick or 
crippled animals until they were 
no longer able to fight. 
Charles Lamb, who did not pose 
as an ethnologist, had somewhat 
the sa^ne theory about man’s first 
acquaintance with roast pork. 
According to an eminent nu­ 
tritional expert, the following is e 
weekly grocery order for a fam ­ 
ily of three or four, including the 
essentials that the family must 
ha e to remain healthy: 
Milk, IO to I i quarts: eggs, 6; 
bread, ll to 18 loaves; rice, maca­ 
roni and other cereals, 3 to 6 
pounds; potatoes, 15 to 20 pounds; 
leans and peas, I or 2 pounds; 
other vegetables, 4 to 7 pounds; 
fruit,3 pounds; tomatoes (canned), 
2 to 3 pounds; fresh fruit, prunes, 
dried fruits, occasionally; meat, 
fish and chee.-c, I to 5 pounds; but­ 
ter, lard and oleomargarine, 2 
pounds; sugar, v.eets, seasoning 
and cocoa, 3 pounds.

this county for the past five year?/ 
it was reportfng a generalization 
and not an established fact. 
‘‘No doubt,” he continues, ‘‘all of 
us have some malnutrition. I doubt 
that anyone subsists long on a per­ 
fect diet. The human being is not 
constituted to live on a perfect 
diet. His mind makes him partake 
of innumerable follies in the ro- 
lecticn of food. He is cursed with 
appetites. There are fat people 
who are malnourished.” 
What all of this does mean is 
that we must cont inue to take care 
of the national nutrition in a com­ 
mon sense way. I believe that ir­ 
respective of the stimulus of war­ 
time, the improvement in our na­ 
tional nutrition in the last 20 jtoars 
has been more remarkable than 
th at exhibited by any peoples who 
have lived.
